Of what use is language on an occasion like this—a memorial to Mr. 
William A. Wirt, the guiding influence in the Gary Public Schools? Silence 
seems a more perfect tribute. 

It was here in Emerson School that Mr. Wirt’s educational ideal first 
materialized. Emerson School is proud to be the first complete expression 
of this ideal, the Work-Study-Play philosophy of education. Emerson 
School stands as a symbol of this philosophy. When Emerson School was 
planned thirty years ago, the space selected for its site was wilderness 
and sandy acres, but today it is ten acres of well-cared-for grounds. Now 
within this space, housed within three structures, there are well-managed 
playgrounds, well-planned science laboratories, art and music studios, 
shops, libraries, and classrooms. 

This environment creates a child world within the adult world in our 
city in which children may be kept wholesomely busy all day long at work, 
study, and play. Through such a program, it is possible to solve the 
problem of making the modern city a fit place for the rearing of children. 

Modern educators agree that it is the duty of the school to industry, 
to the modern home, and to the church to make the child intelligent, 
reliable, industrious, and strong physically. To take the child away from 
the streets and alleys and places of dissipation, from homes in the slum 
districts and to inform him about modern industrial and social life is the 
ideal behind the Gary schools. Essentially the school is a playground, a 
garden, a workshop, a social center, a library, and a stage combined under 
one management. 

In the planning of Gary, schools were given early consideration. The 
superintendent of these schools had to be a man of vision; one who could 
see into the future. Such a man was Mr. Wirt. Because of his vision, 
Mr. Wirt, like the American philosopher, Ralph Waldo Emerson, after 
whom our school is named, belongs to no one town, province, or con¬ 
tinent; he is the common property of mankind. Yet we love to think of 
him as breathing the same air and treading the same halls that we and 
some of our fathers have breathed and trodden, and we hope that our 
children may breathe and tread. 

We are grateful for the heritage left us by this great educator. The 
Work-Study-Play program of our schools could well be adopted by all 
men as a standard by which to live. The three form a triangle of living 
and man is not complete if he leaves out one side. In our school system, 
the boy and the girl are required to live the triangular life of the Work- 
Study-Play ideal. It is unfortunate, but true, that some drop one side of 
the triangle upon leaving school. 

Mr. Wirt needs no monument other than the Gary schools and their 
influence in the lives of boys and girls, for we remember that the child 
is father to the man. It is for us, the graduates and present students, to 
be dedicated to the unfinished work he so nobly advanced at the begin¬ 
ning of the twentieth century. It is for us to be here dedicated to the 
great assignment that confronts us. Mr. Wirt’s service to this community 
for the past thirty years has ignited a torch of increased devotion to the 
great cause of education for all. Let us resolve that his work shall not 
have been in vain; for with God’s aid let us strive to make every one of his 
dreams for us and ours come true. 

The above tribute was composed by George Rand, Joel Daniels, Jay Swan, and 
Chester Chieply, 12 B students of Miss Benscoter. George Rand delivered the tribute 
at the memorial service in Emerson Auditorium, March 28, 1938.

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BOARD OF CONTROL 

While the directors and assistant directors are busy grinding out 
Emersonian achievements and activities, the student directors, the Board 
of Control, keep their cameras working well beyond the eight-hour day and 
the five-day week. 

Party caucuses, campaigns, nominations and elections are not con¬ 
fined to discussion in civics classes. The Board of Control is the laboratory 
of the civics class. It functions as good citizenship by the practice of 
co-operation and responsibility. 

In the spring of the year officers and representatives to the Board 
are chosen by members of the student body. The constitution provides 
for a senior president, a junior vice-president, a secretary, cheer leaders, 
a girl and boy representative from each class, representatives from the 
various clubs and from the auditorium department. The major offices 
for the 1937-38 term are filled by Eugene Carnahan, president; George 
Rand, vice-president, and Frank Kotora, secretary. 

The Board of Control is divided into four main divisions, the most 
important being the Building and Grounds Committee. The duties of this 
committee are to preserve order in our building and beauty on our grounds. 
Violators of the committee’s statutes are reprimanded at the daily session 
of the student court which is presided over by Clifford Hansen, chairman 
of the Building and Grounds committee. John Reid, faculty advisor, sits 
in on the sessions, but penalties are set and executed by students. 

Responsible students are stationed throughout the day at various 
points in the corridors. These individuals, known as hall guards, main¬ 
tain order and direct visitors. The monitors are under the immediate 
supervision of appointed directors, called head hall guards. Serving in 
this capacity are Dorothy Cooper, George Starkey, Joe Boswell, Clifford 
Hansen, Victor Naspinski, Tom Kane, Chester Wasy, and Fred Meese. 

“Boost your team!” “Support the annual!” “Attend the opera!” 
The Booster Committee of the Board of Control is responsible for these 
endless entreaties. Acting as chairman of this group is Lottie Herrold. 
Membership consists of selected students and the cheerleaders. Michael 
Verkuilen is faculty sponsor of the committee. 

The third branch of the Board of Control is the Scholarship Commit¬ 
tee. It meets monthly to compute the percentage of honor students and 
those eligible and ineligible. Pauline Wineinger is chairman in charge of 
this committee. It is composed of a representative from each register 
appointed by the register teacher. D. C. Connerley is the faculty sponsor. 

“Tickets, tickets, please!” This familar phrase is the cry of Richard 
Mitchell, Athletic Finance Chairman, and his assistants, James Holman 
and George Lesenyie. Mrs. Margaret Beedy, office clerk, assists them 
in distributing the tickets to the athletic events and collecting the money.

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SENIOR HONOR SOCIETY 

This organization’s purpose is to stimulate in the minds of high school 
students the existence of high ideals and to make them desirous of at¬ 
taining these qualities.

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A determined group of seniors started in September on the 
task of reviving an annual after five lean years without one. 
Wholly inexperienced, they had little or no conception of the ob¬ 
stacles to be met along the way.
